SEAMEN IN

In these days of dangerous sea voy- 
ages, it is interesting to note that the 
British Government has agreed to 
place all foreign seamen serving in 
British ships on exactly the same plane 
as British seamen. 

The point was raised in connection 
with ftve tankers ‘sailing from Mexico 
for Great Britain, which carried Chin- 
‘ese crews. : 

Apparently the crews declined to 
sail unless they had specific guaran- 
tees both with regard to wages ‘and 
with regard to the. treatment of their . 
dependents if they themselves, were 
killed. 

The Chinese Embassy in London 
took the matter up and were inform- 
ed by the Foreign Office that exactly 
“the same terms would be applied to all 
seamen, whether foreign or British, 
serving ‘on- British. ships. in the. war. .

CONFLICTING REPORTS 


Reports are conflicting as to ex- 
actly what happened next, but ac- 
cording to witnesses, those who car- 
ried out the attack wore civilian 
clothes. 


Two persons stepped from the car, 
one presumably being the chauffeur, 
and were greeted by two men stand- 
ing by the car. 


Suddenly six men stood round the 
house shooting wildly with automatic 
firearms.. The two men_ staggered 
and collapsed, and one is believed to 
have been killed’ instantly. 


. The assailants then turned. on.., 
the bystanders, threatened them 

, with pistols and shouted to them 
to get Inside the building. 


The other six put the dead and 


wounded into the Dutch car. 
THREE-MINUTE DRAMA

BELGIUM THE UPSET 


General von Reichenau said that 
the General Staff plans had been 
based on the expectation of Belgium 
remaining | neutral. 

He is stated to have warned Hitler 
that if Belgium joined the Nether- 
lands, Germany was heading straight 
for disaster. 

General von Brauchitsch broke the 
silence he had hitherto maintained 
and said he would not take respon- 
sibility for the operation, He declar- 
ed that none of the officers present 
could now approve of the projected 
offensive.—Havas.

NO DIFFERENCE ’ 

The situation is in fact no different 
now from what it was when Herr Hit- 
ler embarked upon his ill-fated peace 
offensive. Nothing whatever has trans- 
pired to indicate that there has been 
any change whatever in the Hitlerian 
heart, or that he is willing to fors~- 
wear future use of the military ma- 
chine which he has created“for the 
purpose of imposing his) own will 
upon neighbouring states, if not upon 
the whole of Europe. That he may 
seek to wrest some advantage ..from 
the Belgian and Netherlands’ com— 
munication may be taken for grant- 
ed, and the least that can be ex- 
pected is that he will’ seek by some 
adroit move to throw the responsibi- 
lity for the continuance of the war 
upon Allied shoulders, He has already 
attempted to do so in the past and 
has failed egregiously, but that is no 
reason why he should not try again. 
The earnest desire of King Leopold 
and Queen Wilhelmina for an early 
termination of the hostilities is per- 
fectlf well understood and sympathis— 
ed with, but it has been made quite 
apparent that unless some scheme 
can be devised whereby the continual 
fear of German aggression can be 
banished for ever, peace will not be 
obtainable. Herr Hitler cannot be 
left with the fruits of his sudden on— 
slaught on Poland. To permit that 
would be a definite encouragement 
for further similar forays. in the 
future, which would always be a pro- 
bability so long as‘he is left in power. 
He can give no guarantees for future 
good behaviour which can possibly be 
accepted, and the case for the Allies 
is that they owe it as much to the 
subjugated nations, to Belgium and 
Holland as -much..as to themselves 
that this struggle shall not cease un- 
til a reasonable degree of security is 
again returned to Europe —North

FEDERAL EUROPE 

We have to create a federal Europe 
if Europe is not to sink into disorder 
and anarchy.

HOW A ~ 
-U-BOAT MET 
ITS END 


The story of the destruction 
of one of the first of the Ger- 
man U-boats accounted for 
by the British Navy, pieced 
together from scraps “of in- 

. formation which have reach- 
ed the relatives of Kent 
members of the crews of the 
destroyers which actually 
scored this success, is now 
available. 


Somewhere out in the Atlantic a 
British merchant ship suddenly found 
herself, late in the afternoon, under 
attack from a U-boat. Promptly she 
sent, out an SOS by her wireless, “a 
shot from the submarine having 
failed to put this out of ‘action. 

Navel vessels 120 miles away picked’ 
up the message and proceeded at high 
speed towards the position given by 
the mérchant ship. _ No signals were 
sent out from the warships. 

At the end of about two hours 
nothing was in sight, but the leading 
ship became aware that she was ap- 
proaching an area in which a sub- 
marine was submerged. ; 

The U-boat was changing course, 
but that did not matter. Her move- 
ments could now be detected. 

The hunters took stations for op- 
erations, and soon the exact position 
of the submarine was ascertained by 
the leader. 


FOUR DEPTH CHARGES 


In a few minutes she was im- 
mediately over the. U-boat. She 
released two depth charges, and 
then a third. But it was not until 
the fourth charge was released 
that she knew for certain that she 
had got her prey. 


This charge must have 
fair and square on the submarine, 
which was probably rising in .-a 
damaged state at the time, for there 
was a great underwater flash and a 
huge volume of water rose in the air. 

Soon oil began to appear on the 
surface of the sea and gradually 
widen out at the spot where .the 
fourth depth, charge had exploded, 
and the crew knew then that the 
U-boat had been destroyed.

TURKEY’S PACT WITH 
ALLIES A BLOW TO | 
GERMAN EXPANSION. 


WE have a new ally—Turkey. Most ten- 


aclous of our -opponents in the last 
world war, Turkey has joined the Allied 
Antl-Aggression Front for the best of all 
. She has taken careful 
stock of the world situation and has con- 


| cluded that it is in her own best interests 


to do so. 

Her decision was taken many, months ago. 
Her promise to assist us in resisting ag- 
gression in the ‘Mediterranean and Balkan 


| areas was given publicly: by her Premier 


and endorsed unanimously by her ‘Parlia- 
ment last spring.. It Is doubly satisfactory 
that the formal treaty, expressing the man- 
ner and circumstances of the mutual guar- 
antees, should be signed when war in 
Europe hag already been joined. In this 
fact lies the proof that this {s no mere scrap 
of paper. : 
VON PAPEN’S NEXT MISSION 

Up to the last moment von Papen, most 
crafty of German Ambassadors, has striv- 
en to prevent the new alliance. He did 80 
on the most urgent orders of his master, 
frequently refterated, Throughout — the 
spring and summer he has been painting 
an alluring picture of the part which Tur- 
key might play in the South Balkans. 

Von Papen has left Angora and has been 
spending an uncomfortable week-end in 
Berlin explaining matters to Hitler and von 
Ribbentrop. He seems to have assumed 
that his mission was at an end, but the 
Nazi leaders, keenly alive to the blow struck 
at their plans for south-eastward expansion, 
may send him back. He js an arch-intri- 
guer, and if there {s anything to be done in 
the way of creating, or increasing, Russo- 
Turkish friction von Papen is the man for 
the job. 


In Iran, which to most of us is still more }- 


familiar as Persia, and in Afghanistan, 
German trouble-makers are also busy. They 
have undoubtedly tried to induce the Soviet 
Government to join them in making new 
areas of difficulty for the British Empire, 
though it is by no menas clear that the 
Kremlin wants to pick a ‘quarrel with us, 
There is no positive evidence in the shape 
of exceptional Soviet troop concentrations 
on those frontiers to suggest that a new 
theatre of war 1s about to be opened. 

The Turkish Government can he relied on 
to maintain close touch with’any develop- 
ments. Turkey is a partner with Iran, Irak 
and Afghanistan in a system on which she 
has relied for security against attack from 
the south-east. A 

Since 1925, when she concluded her treaty 
of. friendship and neutrality with Soviet 
Russia, she has felt safe against attack from 
the north and north-east. Since 1934 she 
has enjoyed two safeguards against attack 
from the west; namely, the Balkan Pact of 
mutual assistance, whereby Turkey, Ru- 
mania, Greece and Jugosiavia guarantee 
each other's Balkan frontiers, and the Tur- 
kish army itself, which feels well able to 
take care of any hostile move by Bulgaria. 

TURKEY'S OWN INTERESTS 

Leaving aside for the moment considera- 
tion of the Balkan situation, which seems, 
after some years of political fluidity, to be 
hardening under the pressure of Germany, 
I would emphasise those ‘‘Turkish national 
interests". which. have helped the. Govern- 


ment of Ankara to decide to conclude the 


new Anglo-Frenco-Turkish treaty. 
Turkey, as I have said, felt secure in res- 


-pect of the east, north and west. Under 


the wise rule of Kemal Ataturk she conclud- 
ed that she had ample scope for develop- 
ment within her existing smaller frontiers, 
and had no ambitions to regain her one- 
time extensive European possessions. It 
followed that her anxieties were limited to 
the south--in other words, her Mediter- 
ranean seaboard; which could be menaced 
if Italian alms to dominate the eastern 
Mediterranean were pursued. Automatical- 
ly it followed that Turkish and British in- 
terests—to a lesser extent, French interests, 
also—were identical. All were concerned to 
see the Mediterranean status quo preserved. 
ONE BENEFIT FROM MUNICH 
Curiously enough—and I make the state- 


‘ment on first-hand authority—it was the 


attitude taken up by British in the 1938 
autumn crisis which proved decisive in the 
Turkish mind. For the British attitude in 
the events culminating in the Munich Agrce- 
ment convinced Turkey beyond all doubt 
nat Britain could have .no expansionist 
alms. - 

By the latest treaty it is established that 
a renewed German thrust to the south-east, 


threatening the independence of Rumania, 
would call into play still closer consultation 
between the: western Allics and” Turkey. 
Should that threat develop into an armed 
thrust which Rumania felt compelled to re- 
sist with her armed forces, Turkey would 
join us as allies at war with Germany, ‘The 
same is true in respect of Greece, although 
the contingency seems more remote. 

The Dardanelles and SBosphorous,. now 
closed to. belligerent warships, could be 
opened {f-Britaln and France Wished to en- 
ter the Black Sea in order to give direct 
support to Rumania, On the. other hand it 
is by no means certain that Allled strategy 
would ¢all for this particular action, while 
there is certainly no present desire to em- 
barrass Russo-Turkish relations. 
contrary, London has welcomed the obvious 
Soviet desire to stress the continuance of the 
old friendship with the guardian of the 
Black Sea gate. : 

Since that gate, in its turn, is guarded 
from without by the Allied navies it might 
possibly’ be deduced, once again, that the 
Soviet’s larger interests, like those of Tur- 


key, lle on the side of France and Britain © 


rather than on the side of Germany, Tnere 
are, however, more immediate consldera- 
tions which probably weigh with the Krem- 
lin. These concern the Balkans. a! 
BALKANS CONSOLIDATION 

Since the outbreak of war there has been 
a marked effort by the Balkan countries to 
forget old grievances and to unit themselves 
politically and economically in the first loose 
structure of a federation, It is interesting 
to see that Hungary js taking, part in these 
conversations and has gone far towards 
accommodations with Rumania and Jugo- 


slavias Turkey throughout the summer has, 


been encouraging these tendencies, 

In the last week it has been broadly hint- 
ed from Rome that Italy, with direct Balkan 
interests .since her annexation of Albania, 
is working for the same ends. While it is 
too early to say that Turkey and Italy will 
thereby become reconciled as collaborators, 
there is an encouraging trend of opinion in 
both capitals pointing in that direction. One 
does not vet know how this fifs in or may 
conflict ‘with Soviet plans. 

If it be true that Russia has now gained 
most of her objects and that these are limit- 
ed to increasing her own security in the 
west, she may be content to see others con- 
solidating the Balkans, so long as Germany 
is excluded. On the other hand there are 
those who believe that the Kremlin has am- 
ditions to dominate the Balkans itself, and 
will guarantee Balkan frontiers - only when 
these have been varied in the Russian in- 
terest. . a 

Indications from Moscow suggest that the 
military leaders, as was to be expected, 
have gained increased authority since the 
mobilisation and operations conducted dur- 
ing the war, Negotiations with Finland are 
proving difficult and this suggests that the 
Kremlin, without much regard for the terms 
of the Soviet-Finnish treaty of 1932, which 
runs until 1945, are pressing for a military 
alliance which would be. incompatible with 
Finnish neutrality. On the other hand com- 
mercial discussions between the British and 
Soviet Governments are proceeding. in a 
rather encouraging atmosphere, while Ger- 
man -mortification over the..surrender of the 
Baltic to Russia again seems to belle exis- 
ace of a good Russo-German understand. 
ng. : 
It will be wisest to defer * judgment on 
these complicated matters until fuller in- 
formation is available. There is, however, 
another development during the past week 
which so far has passed little noticed. It 
may become of considerable importance, 
Hitler, it has been stated from several quar- 
ters, is now obsessed with plans for large- 
scale movements of population in Europe. 

MASS MIGRATION PLAN 

Withdrawal of German minorities from 
the Baltic States may be the prelude to 
similar action in respect of- other. European 


countries. It seems that: von, Ribbentrop in 


his last talk with Stalin stressed this aspect 
of Hitler's plang. I have heard it reported 
that he even went so far as to explain that 
Hitler contemplated removing the whole of 
the German Rhineland population from the 
left bank of the Rhine tq the right ‘in order 
to remove the last basis for friction between 
Germany and. France.” : , 
Last week a German delegation arriv 
in Moscow to discuss plans for exchanges 
of population. We do not yet know the full 
scope of these negotiations.

He was~a 
man who did odd jobs in that part of 
the courttry and at dusixt of that fate- 
_ful day he had been’ seen emerging 
from the woods with dead leaves 
clinging to his clothing. His defense 
was that he had been drunk and had 
Zone into the woods to sleep off his 
jag. 

In the meantime, Detective Schind-. 
ler found fhat there were just sixteen 
homes between Marie's school and her 
house and that among these only 
three men had been at home during 
the period when the murder was sup- 
posed to have been committed. . One 
of these was Frank Heidemann, a 
gardener employed in the greenhouses 
of Max Krushka, an Asbury Park 
florist. _ Heidemann knew Marie, and 
was one of the searching party that 
had gone into the woods to look for 
her. 

Schindler resolved to try an experi- 


ment on Heidemann, and to-be guid-. 


ed by the result. This was the test 
of “the howling dog”. The detective 
planted two of his men near the 
Krushka greenhouses, and early every 
morning had throw stones at the 
watch dog. The result was a series 
of mournful howls that sounded’ like 
death wails, This was continued for 
a week. 

At the end of that time, Heidemann 
packed up his belongings and shook 
the dust of New Jersey from his feet. 
He was traced to a lodging house in 
New York city. It was discovered 
that he took his meals at a little Ger- 
man restaurant and that he lived a 
very lonely life. He was extremely 
nervous and there were dark rings 
under his eyes. 


One night while the suspect was 
eating in the restaurant, a newcomer 
walked in and sat down at the same 
table. He pulled out a German 
newspaper, the New York Staats- 
Zeitung and seemed to be absorbed 
in its contents. Night after night, he 
repeated the performance. Finally, 
the é&pected happened. Heidemann, 
yearning to talk to some. one, ac- 
costed the stranger. It was the be- 
ginning of an intimacy between the 
two Germans. .They exchanged con- 
fidences ‘and presently became room- 
mates. \ ° 


Heidemann was happier than he 
had been for many weeks. He thought 
he knew the other man well, but there 
was one important, thing he did not 
know and that was that the real name 
of his “friend” was Joseph Neumeis- 
ter and that he was a detective pljant- 
ed there in order to learn the truth 
about the murder of Marie Smith. 

When the time seemed ripe, a 
special edition of the Staats-Zeitung 
was printed with a story on the first 
Page saying that the police had found 
a hammer that might be connected 
with the murder of Marie Smith and 
‘were anxious to question one Frank 
‘Heidemann about it. 

That same night, Heidemann was 
taken into custody as a material wit- 
ness. Now Schindler, who had .been 
gathering shreds of evidence here 
and there, was: prepared for his final 
move. He had a special edition. of 
an Asbury Park newspaper printed: 
stating that Heidemann was to be 
formally accused of the murder of 
Marle Smith and itemizing: twelve 
points on which the police were work- 
ing.
